OKLAHOMA MEMORIAL STADIUM 


: The first phase of the building project was completed prior to the 2016 
5 season and focused on the south end zone. 


The most visible aspect was the completion of the south end zone seating bowl, 
: a feature that initially increased stadium capacity to more than 83,000. The 
facility is also home to the nation's second-largest video board (50 by 170 feet). 


The seating bowl features an expanded concourse, additional restrooms 

: and concessions, and other amenities. The new structure also houses 22 

: suites, 60 open-air loge boxes and 1,976 club seats, and includes two fresh 
: club options for patrons. 


: The renovated team portion of the facility allows for all student-athlete services 
: to be moved to the ground floor. That space includes a new locker room, 

: strength and conditioning room, training room, nutrition center, meeting rooms 
: and the equipment room. 


: The weight room nearly tripled in size to 26,600 square feet and features a 
70-yard indoor turfed speed and agility training area. The athletic training room 
: also grew substantially to nearly 10,000 square feet. A 2,356-square-foot north 
: video board was added in 2018.

1 OVERALL NFL DRAFT PICKS 


fter presiding over two of the most prolific offenses in 

OU history as offensive coordinator and quarterbacks 

coach in 2015 and 2016, Lincoln Riley took over 

the program’s head coaching reins on June 7, 2017, 
following the retirement of one of the most accomplished 
coaches of the last quarter century in Bob Stoops. OU’s 22nd 
head coach, all Riley has done in his first four years is lead the 
Sooners to their 11th, 12th, 13th and 14th Big 12 titles and to four 
New Year’s Six bowl berths (three College Football Playoffs). 
He was also named the 2018 Co-Big 12 Coach of the Year. 


The Football Bow! Subdivision’s youngest head coach (33) 

at the time of his hiring, Riley became just the fifth mentor 

in FBS history with no previous head-coaching experience 

at a four-year college to win at least 12 games in his debut 
season. At 24-4, 36-6 and 45-8, he also holds the OU records 
for most wins by a head coach in his first two, three and four 
seasons (Barry Switzer held the records of 21 and 32; while 
Bob Stoops held the record of 43). And he is the only coach 
to ever win an outright FBS conference championship in each 
of his first four seasons as a collegiate head coach. 


Originally from the 5,000-person West Texas town of 
Muleshoe, Riley, who continues to call Oklahoma’s offensive 
plays as head coach, has made his name as perhaps the best 
up-and-coming star in college football by overseeing an 
explosive — and balanced — OU offense the last six seasons. 


Since the start of the 2015 campaign, OU ranks first nationally 
in scoring (44.4 ppg; next most is 41.7), total offense (546.5; 
next most is 504.3), yards per play (7.7), touchdowns from 
scrimmage (439), pass efficiency rating (186.5; next best is 
173.5) and yards per pass attempt (10.6), second in completion 
percentage (69.0), third in passing offense (320.9) and ninth in 
rushing offense (225.5). With that kind of offensive production, 
it’s no surprise the Sooners have posted a 67-12 (.848) record 
since his arrival (47-6 in Big 12 play). OU’s overall mark since 
2015 is fourth best nationally, with only Alabama (79-6), 
Clemson (79-7) and Ohio State (68-8) having better records. 


Individual player honors and accomplishments have poured 

in under Riley, highlighted by quarterbacks Baker Mayfield 

and Kyler Murray becoming OU’s sixth and seventh Heisman 
Trophy winners in 2017 and 2018. QB Jalen Hurts was the 2019 
Heisman runner-up. Mayfield also won the Maxwell, Davey 
O’Brien, Manning and Walter Camp Player of the Year Awards, 
was named AP Player of the Year and was the No. 1 overall 

pick in the 2018 NFL Draft. Murray also won the O’Brien and 
Manning Awards, was named AP Player of the Year and was 
the No. 1 overall pick in the 2019 NFL Draft. Receiver Dede 
Westbrook finished fourth in Heisman voting in 2016 and 
became OU’s first winner of the Biletnikoff Award, while tight 
end Mark Andrews claimed the school’s first Mackey Award 

in 2017. Eight Sooners have earned first-team All-America 
honors the last three years. Running back Joe Mixon set the OU 
single-season record with 2,331 all-purpose yards in 2016, while 
backfield mate Samaje Perine set the school career rushing 
record with 4,122 yards in only three seasons. 


Oklahoma’s newest head man joined the Sooners in January 
2015 after a highly successful five-year stint as offensive 
coordinator and quarterbacks coach under Ruffin McNeill at 
East Carolina from 2010-14. With OU looking for a new play 
caller and wanting to get back to the up-tempo attack it 
helped make mainstream, Riley was the perfect hire. 


At East Carolina, Riley installed and directed a spread 
offensive scheme that made an immediate impact as the 
Pirates set more than 50 team or individual offensive school 
records in his five seasons with the program. His squads 
recorded the top five passing seasons in school history and 
the top four marks for total offense in a season. 


He spent his final season with the Pirates serving in the role 
of assistant head coach/offensive coordinator/quarterbacks 
coach in 2014 as the team ranked third in the nation in 
passing offense (371.9 ypg) and was fifth in total offense 
(533.0 ypg). With Riley calling the shots, the Pirates set a 
single-season school record with 6,929 yards of total offense. 


Riley’s East Carolina offensive units routinely earned national 
top-10 rankings in major statistical categories such as passing 
offense (third in 2014, eighth in 2010), scoring offense (fifth 
in 2014, eighth in 2013), third-down conversion percentage 
(seventh in 2013) and red zone scoring efficiency (third in 
2012, fifth in 2010). 


Among his notable pupils, Riley helped transform a pair 

of East Carolina wide receivers into the most productive 
pass catchers in FBS history. He guided walk-on Justin 
Hardy to 387 career catches, breaking the NCAA record 
previously held by OU’s Ryan Broyles (349). Hardy’s 4,541 
career receiving yards rank third all-time in FBS annals as 

he flourished in Riley’s offense, registering three 1,000-yard 
seasons at ECU that culminated with a 121-catch, 1,494-yard 
year as a senior in 2014. Riley also coached recent second- 
round NFL draft selection Zay Jones for the first two years of 
his career. Jones went on to break Hardy’s record and is the 
NCAA's leader in career receptions (399) and receptions ina 
season (158 in 2016). 


In addition to overseeing Mayfield’s and Murray’s record- 
setting careers, Riley also developed dynamic quarterbacks 
Dominique Davis and Shane Carden at ECU. Conference USA’s 
2010 Newcomer of the Year, Davis set ECU career marks for 
completions and TD passes despite playing just two seasons. 
Davis ranked second among FBS signal callers with 393 
completions and 46 total touchdowns in 2010. He set an 
NCAA record with 36 straight completions in 2011. 


Carden took over the job in 2012 and went on to break the 
majority of Davis’ records, becoming the first 4,000-yard 
passer in program history and setting single-season standards 
for completion percentage (70.5 in 2013) and passing 

yards (4,736 in 2014). Carden earned Conference USA MVP 
honors in 2013 and was the American Conference’s Offensive 
Player of the Year in 2014. He led all FBS passers with 392 
completions in 2014. 


Prior to East Carolina, Riley spent seven seasons on the staff 
at Texas Tech, where he was part of seven bowl teams and 
five bowl wins. During that span, Red Raiders quarterbacks 
won NCAA passing titles in 2003, 2004, 2005 and 2007. A 
walk-on quarterback at Tech during the spring and summer 
of 2003 who then became a student coach, Riley immersed 
himself in head coach Mike Leach’s offense and worked his 
way into a full-time position as wide receivers coach in 2007. 
He served as inside receivers coach in 2008 and ‘09, and 
eventually called plays as interim offensive coordinator in the 
2010 Alamo Bowl, where the Red Raiders racked up 579 yards 
in a 41-31 victory over Michigan State to cap the 2009 season. 


Under Riley’s guidance in 2007, wide receiver Michael 
Crabtree won the Biletnikoff Award after smashing Big 12 
records and NCAA freshman standards with 134 receptions 
for 1,962 yards. Crabtree also accumulated 22 touchdown 
catches his first season. In fact, wide receiver Danny 
Amendola joined Crabtree that year as Texas Tech receivers 
who each amassed 100-catch, 1,000-yard efforts. 


A 2006 Texas Tech graduate who earned a Bachelor of 
Science degree in exercise and sport sciences, Riley and his 
wife, Caitlin, have two daughters, Sloan and Stella.

Oklahoma is Championship Football 


Nothing defines the competitive success of a college athletics program like a national 
championship. Oklahoma, with seven football national titles sprinkled over four decades, is one 
of the very few programs that sets out each fall with the expectation and legitimate goal of 
pursuing the national crown. 


That pursuit rates as a lot more than just talk around Norman. The aura is unmistakable, and it 
radiates from real and repeated success on college football’s biggest stage. 


Oklahoma has claimed more national championships than any other Big 12 program. 


The Sooners, under Bob Stoops, earned the program’s most recent title in 2000 with an Orange 
Bowl victory over Florida State to cap a 13-0 season. OU’s other championships came under 
Barry Switzer in 1974, 1975 and 1985, and Bud Wilkinson in 1950, 1955 and 1956. 


Oklahoma played for the national title four times during Stoops’ tenure (2000, 2003, 2004, 
2008). During the BCS era, the Sooners were the only team to play in all five BCS bowl games 
and played in nine total. OU was ranked No. 1in 20 BCS rankings — the most nationally. 


The Sooners are also the only Big 12 program to appear in the College Football Playoff, playing 
in the Orange Bowl (2015 season) under Stoops along with the Rose Bowl, Orange Bow! and 
Peach Bowl (2017, '18 and '19 seasons) under Lincoln Riley.

Since the formation of the Big 12 Conference in 1996, no team has won as many 
league titles as Oklahoma's 14. In fact, no other school has won more than three, and 
four league members have yet to win their first. 


OU grabbed its most recent crown in 2020 by winning the Big 12 Championship 
game over lowa State, 27-21. The Sooners’ other Big 12 titles came in 2019 (30-23 

in overtime over Baylor in the league championship game in Arlington, Texas), 2018 
(39-27 win over Texas in Arlington), 2017 (41-17 win over TCU in Arlington), 2016 
(9-0 conference record), 2015 (8-1), 2012 (8-1), 2010 (23-20 win over Nebraska in 
Arlington), 2008 (62-21 win over Missouri in Kansas City, Mo.), 2007 (38-17 win over 
Missouri in San Antonio), 2006 (21-7 win over Nebraska in Kansas City), 2004 (42-3 
win over Colorado in Kansas City), 2002 (29-7 win over Colorado in Houston) and 
2000 (27-24 win over Kansas State in Kansas City).

t would be difficult to find an 
athletics administrator who has 
experienced the long-term success 
at a legendary program that Joe 
Castiglione has had at the University 
of Oklahoma. However, it was his response to 


leader he really is. 


As the pandemic arrived, then continued 

to worsen, Castiglione helped lead the 
department through the sudden ending of the 
academics and athletics year with a calm and 


student-athletes, coaches and staff reasons 
to be confident that the Sooners would get 
through the challenges that awaited. 


Now in his 24th year, he leads an OU Athletics Department that hardly 
resembles the one that welcomed him in July of 1998. In fact, the Sooners have 
won 20 of their 39 team national championships since he arrived in Norman. He 
has celebrated 97 conference titles in that same period. Those numbers would 
surely be higher if the 2019-20 year had not had winter and spring postseason 
events wiped out. It’s more than success that sets his tenure apart — it is the 
consistency of that success that makes the department stand out from others. 


By creating a positive culture based on core values, a dynamic vision and a 
collaborative spirit, Castiglione has made OU Athletics a “destination of choice” 
and a world-class experience for student-athlete development. 


The 2020-21 academic year yielded another accomplished campaign in school 
history. OU's fifth softball national championship (fourth in the last eight years) 
led the way, while three other teams (men's golf and men's and women's 
gymnastics) were national runners-up. Football won its sixth consecutive 
conference crown, softball and men's gymnastics their ninth straight and 
wrestling its first since 2002. Softball's Jocelyn Alo was named the 2021 USA 
Softball Collegiate Player of the Year while Anastasia Webb was named the 
Honda Sport Award Winner for gymnastics. Webb was also honored as the 
2020-21 Big 12 Female Athlete of the Year, giving OU 10 of the last 19 Big 12 
Athletes of the Year. 


The Learfield Director’s Cup recognizes overall program excellence. The 
Sooners have ranked among the top 25 in 18 of his 23 years, finishing 24th 
in 2020-21. (With the interruption of competition schedules, the Learfield 
Director’s Cup was not awarded for 2019-20.) 


GPA numbers and graduation rates continue to set program records. The 2021 
spring semester marked the 19th consecutive that OU's student-athletes as 

a group recorded a 3.0 or better GPA. And the latest graduation success rate 
report (2020-21) reflects an OU-record 89% figure. 


OU Athletics, one of the few remaining self-sustaining departments nationally, 
has been a model of fiscal responsibility, closing the books in the black in 

each of his first 22 years, including the pandemic-shortened 2019-20 season. 
Castiglione’s responsible approach has benefited the general campus. Through 
direct and indirect support, the athletics department provides more than $9 
million annually to OU’s academics budget. It also established an endowment 
at Bizzell Library and partnered with the president’s office to eliminate the 
admission fee at OU’s internationally known Fred Jones Jr. Museum of Art. 


Athletics facilities improvement and construction have been carried out at a 
record pace and Castiglione takes pride in the fact that those improvements 
have been funded with private donations. Castiglione was instrumental in the 
athletics department’s major campaign, Great Expectations: The Campaign for 
Sooner Sports, that impacted each of OU’s sports and became a national model.
